
RAJ protests Québec 
welfare scam

The $185,000 question 



Government offices across 
the province were occupied 
yesterday by youth demanding 
an increase in youth welfare 
.payments and an end to govern- 
ment youth employment pro- 
grams paying less than 
minimum wage. 

In Montréal yesterday, 150 
youth occupied the Point St. 
Charles welfare office, ISO took 
over the St. Denis Employment 



Centre, 30 occupied the 
downtown statistics bureau, 
and some 25 hung an effigy to 
represent the plight of Québec 
Youth in Complex Desjardins in 
a series of peaceful protests 
organized by RAJ, the 
Regroupment Autonome des 
Jeunes. 

Similar actions took place in 
the Québec City office of the 
provincial Secretary of Youth, 
in Thetford Mines, Amos, and 
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Jon Shifman, a 7 year employee of the University and the MSS, 
hired to keëp the financial books of the Student's Society, adjusted 
accounting figures so that the performance of MSS's business 
operations during the years 1982/83 and 1983/84 were seriously 
misrepresented. 



Food and Beverage opera- 
tions were recorded as running a 
profit last year when in reality 
they were losing thousands of 
dollars according to a report 
released by the Student's Socie- 
ty at a special press conference 
last night. 

John Shifman was also acting 
head of the •food and Beverage 
department during those years. 

Scott Keating, MSS VP 
Finance who presented the 
report said, "In my opinion, it 
(the financial statements) causes 
various operations to appear 



different than they should have. 
Specifically, it made our food 
and beverage operations look 
better and building operations 
and Sadies look worse." 

In 1982/83 the MSS financial 
statements r'iowed a loss of 
$56,100 in Food and Beverages 
when the number is now believ- 
ed to be $147,100. "Further," 
the report reads, "there appears 
to have been a loss of approx- 
imately $8,000 in 1983/84, as 
opposed to a reported profit of 
$85,000." 

Shifman recorded lower costs 



than was the case for food -and 
beverage operations and 
distributed the remaining costs 
under Sadies and building 
maintenance. This transfer 
amounted to $185,000 over two 
years. He did not inform 
anyone any student society of 
these adjustments. 

Shifman believes his accoun- 
ting procedure was consistent 
with generally accepted accoun- 
ting principles, the report said.

Bruce Curtis: 



Twenty years in the slammer 
for accide ntal murder

Bruce Curtis sits in a New Jersey jail counting down a twenty year sentence for 
a crime he says was an accident. 

Everyone says Bruce is a hell of a nice guy. He's a bit quiet, perhaps, but 
bright, well-spoken, friendly and a damn fine writer. He's tall, dark-haired and 
clean shaven, and wears plastic rimmed glasses. Just an ordinary person, much 
like anyone else. 

Bruce was admitted to Dalhousie University science progamme in 1982, after 
graduating from the exclusive King's-Edgehill prep school in nearby Windsor, • 
Nova Scotia, but he never got there. Instead, he was plunged into a tragedy in 
July of that year, a tragedy from which he has yet to emerge. 




Bruce Curtis grew up on 
his parent's 300 hectare farm 
on Mt. Hanley, in Nova 
Scotia's luscious Annapolis 
Valley. His father, Jim Cur- 
tis, is an armed forces cap- 
tain. Though academically 
gifted, Bruce was socially 
awkward; he preferred to 
spend his time studying 
nature in the woods around 
his home and writing in his 
journal. His friend, Scott 
Franz, would later call him a 
"dead beat." 

Seeing his potential, 
Bruce's parents managed to 
pull together the money to 



send him to King's-Edgehill, 
one of the most prestigious 
private schools in the Atlan- 
tic. There Bruce befriended 
Scott Franz, a young man 
from Loch Arbour, New 
Jersey. Few could understand 
what brought them together, 
apart from interests in games 
and computers, because 
otherwise the two were very 
different. 

The key to the difference 
lay in Franz's home. He had 
grown up there with his 
mother, Rosemary, ten older 
brothers and sisters, and his 
stepfather, Alfred Podgis. 



And Alfred Podgis, a letter 
carrier, was a man completely 
out of control. 

He was an avid collector of 
baseball cards, over $20,000 
worth. He also collected 
guns. Podgis was known to 
the police and the community 
as an extremely violent man. 
Over the years local police 
had logged 147 visits to the 
Podgis home to act on com- 
plaints. The ramshackle 
house was pock-marked with 
bullet holes from Alf Podgis' 
shooting sprees. He had 
assaulted two of Scott's 
sisters with heavy objects, at-

tacks which put each of them 
in the hospital. But the worst 
was reserved for his wife, 
Rosemary. He broke her 
arms on two separate occa- 
sions, and once pushed her 
down a flight of stairs, 
breaking her back. All the 
children left this house of 
horrors as early as they 
could. 

Rosemary Podgis didn't 
leave. But in an effort to save 
her youngest son, Scott, from 
the constant abuse of his 



stepfather, Rosemary saved 
every cent she could from her 
clerical job to send him to 
King's-Edgehill. He gained a 
repreive, but nothing changed 
at the Podgis home. 
. It is June, 1982. Bruce 
Curtis has just graduated 
near the top of his King- 
Edgehill class. His parents, 
like most parents, wanted to 
give him some sort of pre- 
sent. But they don't know 
what it will be.

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side on the livingroom sofa, 

the loaded cocked guns bet- 
ween them. They plan to 
leave for the Maritimes the 
next day. 

Around eight o'clock in the 
morning, while his mother is 
cooking breakfast, Scott 
heads upstairs, gun in hand, 
to take a shower. Bruce is 
still dozing on the sofa. He 
awakes to the sound of the 
fun-fire from upstairs; Scott 
Franz has just shot Alfred 
Podgis to death. Bruce

For months now, Scott 
Franz has been asking Bruce 
to visit him in New Jersey. 
Scott describes his home as 
an ocean-front mansion, with 
servants and a Great 
Dane.. .Bruce has never 
travelled alone before and he 
descides he wants to go. His 
parents have some misgiv- 
ings, but finally buy him a 
one way ticket; Scott says he 
plans to drive back to the 
Maritimes and will bring 
Bruce back with him. 

Brace's plane arrives in 
Newark, New Jersey on June 
29, two hours late. Alf 
Podgis is waiting with his 
step-son, and is in a towering 
rage; the delay has caused' 
him to miss a meeting with a 
fellow baseball card en- 
thusiast. His rage will con- 
tinue all week, and the two 
young men will live in cons- 
tant fear. 

They seldom come home, 
except to sleep. They 
especially avoid the upstairs 
which is Airs domain. When 
they come back to the house 
on the rainy night of July 3, 
.they find the doors locked. 
They shelter themselves on 
the porch as they listen to Alf 
Podgis beat his wife. She lets 
them in after he goes to bed. 

The next morning Scott 
ventures upstairs to get some 
money. His stepfather fires a 
gun at him. 

Why didn't Bruce Curtis 
leave? Apart from his 
understandable confusion and 
lack of a return ticket, Bruce 
seems to have been motivated 
by a sincere desire to help his 
friend. 

Bruce is like that. While 
home from school in the 
summer of 1981, Bruce met 
up with a young woman he 
knew from junior high 
school. She was deeply 
depressed and hinted at com- 
mitting suicide. He talked her 
out of it at the time. But, 
months later, she killed 
herself. Brace was in Wind- 
sor. The tragedy affected all 
of Middleton, but few so 
much as Brace. He went into 
a depressed state and wrote 
long sombre passages in his 
journal. 

In New Jersey he found 
another friend in trouble. He 
admits now that in staying at 
the Podgis home he, "made 
the greatest mistake of my 
life." 

On the evening of July 4, 
Scott Franz is still shaken up 
by the events of the morning. 
He decides he needs protec- 
tion, so he buys a box of car- 
tridges and loads two lever 
action carbines he finds in his 
father's van, one for himself 
and one for Bruce. Bruce has 
never handled firearms 
before. 

That night they slip into 
the house and sleep side-by- 



he gets Bruce to help him 
clean up the house and 
remove the bodies. "It's not 
right to leave my mother ly- 
ing there like that," he says. 
Brace, by now beyond 
reason, agrees. 

The bodies are loaded into 
the van, and the pair set off 
for Scott's sister's home in 
Texas, dumping the bodies 
and the guns in Pennsylvania 
on the way. 

They are arrested in Texas 
on July 11, and are charged \ 



the murder of Alf Podgis, a 
crime with which Brace is not 
charged. 

Prosecutor Chaiet knows 
the case is weak. He 
therefore begins to spin an 
elaborate web of intrigue, 
portraying Curtis as the evil 
mastermind behind a pair of 
"thrill killings". Curtis' 
quiet, withdrawn personality 
is seen as a cover for a 
violent psychotic mind. 

To cap this arguement, 
Scott Franz is called to the 




panics, grabs the gun beside 
him; and runs for the back 
door. In the hallway, he 
nearly collides with another 
running figure. It is 
Rosemary Podgis. The gun 
discharges and Mrs. Podgis 
falls to the floor with a 
wound running from the 
right side of her abdomen to 
her left hip. She dies minutes 
later. Brace goes into 
hysterics. 

Brace Curtis has stuck by 
this story of the shootings 
since the day he was arrested. 
Scott Franz is another case. 
His original sworn statement 
was identical to Brace's. 
Before he went to trial, 
however, Scott made a deal 
with prosecutor Paul Chaiet: 
if he would plead guilty to 
murder, change his story and 
testify against Brace, he 
would get a reduced sentence. 
At Brace's trial, therefore, 
Scott testified that Bruce 
deliberately shot and killed 
Mrs. Podgis. Since then he 
has gone back to his original 
version. Of course; Scott did 
not actually witness the 
shooting of his mother. 

Franz who hears the shot 
and the screams downstairs, 
goes down to the hallway, 
still carrying his gun, and 
finds his mother dead. He 
later says he considered kill- 
ing Curtis on the spot, but 
thought better of it. Instead, 



with murder. 

Under the New Jersey law, 
flight from the scene of a 
crime is taken as evidence of 
a guilty mind. Psychiatrist 
Dr. Hairy Brant, who ex- 
amined Curtis after his ar- 
rest, says the law is wrong. 
He says Curtis was displaying 
pure panic reaction, in which 
his only instinct was to get 
away from the scene and 
avoid the situation altogether, 
as if it had never happened. 
Anyone would react the same 
way, he says. 

Even today, Brace Curtis 
copes. with the situation this 
way. "It was happening to 
somebody else," he says. "It 
wasn't happening to me.. .My 
mind is set on a course now 
where, the day I get out, this 
will cease to be reality and it 
will become a dream." 

The trial of Bruce Curtis in 
March 1983 is nearly as 
bizarre as the killings 
themselves. Defense lawyer 
Michael Schottland calls it "a 
legal lynching." New Jersey 
Superior Court Judge John 
Arnone, also known as 
' ' never-come-home-again- 
Arnone," is presiding: He 
has the reputation of being 
the toughest judge in the 
state. Because Scott Franz, 
the star prosecution witness, 
did not actually sec his 
mother's death, much of 
Brace's trial centres around 




stand. Chaiet wants him to 
"interpret" Curtis' journal; 
especially around the time of 
the suicide of his Middleton 
friend. 

The court goes into a voire 
dire session, in which the jury 
is removed and the judge 
determines if evidence is ad- 
missable. Franz' "interpreta- 
tions" are so outlandish that 
Arnone rules against the jury 
hearing them. 

But the local press is still in 
the courtroom; in the U.S. 
this is legal during a voire 
dire. Franz' sensational 
"testimony" is reported, the 
jury is not sequestered and 
there can be no doubt that 
they read or heard about it. 
Schottland moves for a 
. mistrial. He is refused. 

There are other unusual oc- 
curences. The prosecution 
calls on an expert witness to 
explain that the gun carried 
by Curtis is perfectly safe and 
could not discharge acciden- 
tally. While explaining this, 
the gun goes off in his hands. 
In fact, it has a hair trigger. 

Finally, in his summation 
to the jury, Arnone failed to 
fully explain the two options 
the jury has: to acquit Curtis 
if the killing was an accident, 
or to find him guilty of 
manslaughter. 

Chaiet wants a conviction 
for murder. The jury finds 
Bruce Curtis guilty of ag- 



gravated manslaughter: 
unplanned killing caused by 
recklessness and irrespon- 
sibility. 

The maximum sentence for 
this crime is 20 years, with 10 
years before parole. On April 
22, 1983, Arnone gives Brace 
Curtis the maximum 
sentence. A week earlier, Ar- 
none sentenced Scott Franz 
to the same crime but, Franz' 
sentence is only ten years and 
his minimum before parole 
only five years. 

To cap the case, Curtis is 
sent to Bordentown Youth 
Correction Centre, an old 
run-down, overcrowded racial 
tinderbox, while Franz goes 
to Yardville, a modern 
reform institution. 

On June 6, 1984, Michael 
Schottland presented an 
eight-point appeal to the New 
Jersey Supreme Court, to get 
his client's conviction over- 
turned. His arguements were 
rejected in half an hour. He 
is now working to win a writ 
of habeas corpus, to at least 
get Curtis transferred to a 
better prison. An appeal to 
the U.S. Supreme Court is 
also a possibility. 

Meanwhile the family, 
friends and supporters of 
Bruce Curtis continue to 
work on his behalf. 
Candlelight vigils were held 
for him across Canada on the 
eve of his 21st birthday. 
Books, letters and most im- 
portantly, money, continue to 
pour in to him and his 
defense fund. His parents 
have already spent more than 
$60,000 on his defense. 

Local English professor 
and writer, Jennifer Wade, a 
Curtis supporter, is not op- 
timistic about Bruce's 
chances. Speaking about the 
possibility of his being 
transferred to a Canadian 
prison, she says, "it's a foggy 
Friday if that would be suc- 
cessful." 

Wade is especially bitter 
about .the attitude of the 
federal and provincial 
governments toward the case. 
She says their inaction is part 
of "the mood of cosying up 
to the United States. We real- 
ly had a better chance under 
Trudeau .. .(Premier) 
Buchanan could so easily talk 
to the governor of New

External Affairs minister 
Joe Clark recently said there 
is nothing more the Canadian 
government can do for Brace 
Curtis. 

Cast adrift by his govern- 
ment, if not his friends, Cur- 
tis serves his time in Borden- 
town. Ironically, he is a 
valued member of the prison 
population. He teaches basic 
English skills to other in- 
mates, 80 per cent of whom 
are illiterate. In his off hours, 
he takes correspondence 
courses, at present art history 
and Latin. He also answers 
the volumes of mail he gets 
from relatives and well- 
wishers, and writes of his 
loneliness and despair in 
short stories.

Canada's relationship 
with the Nazis 




Thé first account of how after 
World War II, the leaders of an 
East European Nazi puppet 
government, which oversaw the 
deportation of thousands of 
Jews to Auschwitz, came to 
Canada with the aid of the 
Canadian government will ap- 
pear in the final issue of the 
Daily next week (April 11). 

The relevations of Canada's 
involvement with Nazis is partly 
due to secret documents obtain-

Terrorism in Toronto 
tubes something to do 
with Canadians 

To the Dally: 

First of April, year after 1984. 
The police have spent the day In 
the Toronto subway, blowing up 
suitcases and other unidentified, 
'suspicious' artifacts. "A costly 
undertaking," but worth It in the 
name of public safety, stated 
Elmer MacKay, Canada's Solicitor 
General, careful to get the 
message across that Canada Is 
not the place to solve "ancient 
grudges." This particularity 
foolish April Fool's hoax never- 
theless should serve Canadians 
and Québécois, as a reminder of a 
sltuaton that remains habitual for 
people all across the world.

Anyway, out of this " 
nowhere came a small canoe trip, 
one of the Canoers who was a 
nurse. To me, she was an angel 
with sutures. This nurse from 
Belfast, talked a different 
language and a different reality. 
She was, I remember, terrified of 
bears. "Bears," I said, laughing 
through my moroseness. "won't 
bother you as long as you're not 
molesting their children or hugg- 
ing a beef-steak." I queried her 
about life In Belfast and bombs 
and bullets and banners... 

"Dally," she said, were there 
bomb explosions or bomb threats 
or city sectors blocked off or bar- 
ricades or tanks In the street or 
multiple other reminders of the 
physical and psychological state- 
of-seige In Belfast. Life has been, 
for her, "like that" for years. In 
how many cities In the Middle 
East, In South Africa, In Chile, In 
El Salvador, and In Europe is this 
reality a dally one, not as is the 
case in Toronto? 

"Canada Is not the place to set- 
tle ancient grudges," said the 
Solicitor General.lt ' Is never- 
theless "of" a reality, just doesn't 
want to be "in" the reality. 
Canada Is a profiting and prolific 
producer of arms (in whole or part) 
that supply tho means and 
maintenance of this world-wide 
"reality." We live in one of the 
world's largest arms exporting 
countries In tho world.

I wish to respond . to Peter 
Stepenlc's April 1 response to my 
letter of March 4 on the subject of 
abortion.

Mellnda Wlttstock's disturbed 
coverage of the 17 March 
demonstration against the 
Reagan-Mulroney summit (Sham- 
rock) In Quebec bears some com- 
mentary. 

As a participant In the 
demonstration, I agree with Ms. 
Wlttstock's observation that "all 
the groups and Individuals pro- 
testing Reagan's visit to Canada 
had different reasons or interests 
for doing so." But did we all share 
"a mutual hatred of Reagan...?" 
No. Were the photo and banner 
slogans invoking John Hinckley 
as a visionary or calling for 
Reagan's assassination, included 
In this feature, even marginally 
representative of the commn 
views of the people there? No. It's 
Just that the dally like all the other 
newspapers In Montréal, chose to 
Ignore the "wave of excitement, 
purpose and power" that swept

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Wood v Allen's new film: 

Two-dimensional

"All the fantasy people want 
to live in reality and all the real 
people want to live in fantasy," 
cries the exasperated movie- 
house owner in The Purple Rose 
of Cairo, Woody Allen's latest 
effort. 

Named after a film within the 
film, Cairo features a character 
who jumps off the movies 
screen to find love in the 'real' 
world of unemployment, pover- 
ty, violence, and unfulfilled 
emotional and creative poten- 
tial. 

Less subtle than Zelig, 
Cairo's humour is center stage, 
but tied to the semi-absurd plot. 
The result is even, but seldom 
more than amusing. 

The slick production makes 
the film's simple message ac- 
cessible: we rely on manufac- 
tured fantasies to. escape the 
stifling reality or our lives, and 
should be aware of this fact. 

As an audience we identify 
with the plight of Cecilia, who 
lives in a New Jersey tenement 
during the depression. Beaten 
by her unemployed husband 
and threatened by her boss, she 
loses her job because of her 
escapist obsession with movies. 

In the movie-house scene the 
'sweet' but two-dimensional 
Tom Baxter leaps off the silver 
screen and into Cecilia's life. 
When the screen actors break 
out of script, the audience is 
perturbed; the authorities con- 
fused; the movie, moguls 
paranoid; and the conceited ac- 
tor, who played the Baxter, 
frantic for his career. 

Baxter and his real-life actor

compete for Cecilia's love, and 
Cecilia is torn between them 
and her unhappy marriage. But 
when her romantic fantasy 
evaporates she is forced back to 
the harsh reality of two dimcn- 
tionai escapism. 

For the first time, Woody 
Allen has moved from self- 
consciousness — he does not 
even appear in the film — to 
making the audience aware of 
its escapist desires. There is, 
regretably, no further examina- 



tion of whether our thirst for 
escapism is necessary or 
desirable, nor any ' serious 
repudiation of reactionary 
Hollywood ideals of fame, glit- 
ter, status and romance. 

Woody Allen's sense of 
humour is surviving his 
awkward artistic maturation. 
But his insight into the relation- 
ship of escapist entertainment 
to the lives of real people, a 
facinating and topical subject, 
is two-dimentional. 




Rift between music and lyrics

Richard Thompson's new 
album 'Across a Crowded 
Room' is quite a departure from 
his previous efforts which 
received critical acclaim. — — 

Thompson sadly seems to be 
heading the way of blandness in 
order to have a hit record. 
There is a healthy chunk of real 
musical motion, which would 
reflect the trauma of his recent 
divorce, missing from his latest 
release. 

The album suffers from two 
flaws: the lack of continuity 
between melody and lyrics and 
bad backup singers. 

The tunes in most of Thomp- 
son's songs are ordinary: 
"When the Spell is Broken" is 
quite an emotional effort, as is 
"She Twists the Knife Again," 
but neither have a mournful nor 
angry melody to accompany, it. 



For the most part, Thompson 
has chosen a slightly upbeat 
tone for the melody. Thus, the 
majority~of the album suffers 
from a rift betwen music and 
lyrics. 

Only in "Love in a Faithless 
Country" does Thompson real- 
ly excel, producing an extremely 
errie quality to match the 
laconic lyrics. 

The backup singers Thomp- 
son employs on the album are 
perhaps its most annoying 
feature: they seem outdated and 
do not have the artistry 
necessary to reinforce Thomp- 
son's point. 

Furthermore, they are not 
well-placed, and one is always 
dreading the points where they 
come in. They seem to fit a 
more folky sound, while the 
album has a rather ordinary 
one, and this adds significantly 
to. the disjointed already pre- 



sent. . 

The one commendable aspect 
of the album is Thompson's ex- 
cellent guitar work. He has a 
sound quite like that of Dire 
Straits, and he performs with 
style and panache that liven up 
the ordinary melody. The quitar 
riffs on "Fire in the Engine 
Room" prove Thompson to be 
a musician of superior talent, 
but this alone cannot save the 
album. 

Ultimately, this work can on- 
ly be described as a hodge- 
podge of styles. The lyrics are 
mourningful, the backup- 
singers folky, the melody or- 
dinary, and the guitar riffs in- 
spiring. In these days of new in- 
spired musical artistry, Thomp- 
son should be trying to create a 
consolidated sound. Instead, he 
has given us good guitar work, 
lyrics that show that he's 'hur- 
. tin,' but that's about all.
